* WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 
^ 1 . An electrical connector for mounting to a circuit board having a top face 

and a bottom face opposite to the top face, comprising: 

a cylindrical insulative housing comprising a circular mating face, a circular 
mounting face opposite to the circular mating face, a plurality of passageways 
extending through the circular mating face and the circular mounting face, and a 
step portion supported on a top face of a circuit board, the cylindrical insulative 
housing being partly located below a bottom face of the circuit board; 
y, a plurality of electrical terminals being received in the passageways of the 

p cylindrical insulative housing; and 

a conductive outer shield enclosing the cylindrical insulative housing and 
□ comprising a grounding tab, the grounding tab comprising a lower portion 
extending through the circuit board and an upper portion supported by the top face 
of the circuit board. 

2. The electrical connector as claimed in claim 1, wherein the upper portion of 
the grounding tab extends outwardly and downwardly from a lower portion of the 
conductive outer shield and the lower portion of the grounding tab extends 
vertically and downwardly from the upper portion. 

3. The electrical connector as claimed in claim 2, wherein the upper portion is 
wider than the lower portion and has a rear section extending rearwardly beyond 
the lower portion and supported by the top face of the circuit board. 

4. The electrical connector as claimed in claim 1, wherein the cylindrical 
insulative housing defines a plurality of channels and each electrical terminal 
comprises a mounting portion having a lower section extending through the 
channel. 

5. The electrical connector as claimed in claim 4, wherein the cylindrical 
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
